ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— Barack Obama arrived 
in Alaska on Monday, 
where is set to become the 
first sitting U.S. president to 
visit the Arctic Circle as part 
of an effort to thrust climate 
change to the forefront of 
the global agenda. 

During his three-day tour of 
Alaska, Obama planned 
to hike a glacier, converse 
with fishermen and tape a 
reality TV show with surviv- 
alist Bear Grylls — all part 
of a highly orchestrated 
White House campaign 
to illustrate how climate 
change has damaged the 
state's stunning landscape. 
The goal at each stop is to 
create powerful visuals that 
show real-world effects of 
climate change and drive 
home Obama’s message 
that the crisis already has 
arrived. 

After arriving mid-afternoon 
in Anchorage, Obama 
planned to meet with Alas¬ 
ka Natives before address¬ 
ing a U.S.-sponsored sum¬ 
mit on climate change and 
the Arctic. Later in the trip, 
Obama will travel north of 
the Arctic Circle when he 
visits Kotzebue — popula¬ 
tion 3,153 — to address the 
plight of Alaska Natives, 
who face dire economic 
conditions amid some of 
the worst effects of global 
warming. 

“They don’t get a lot of 
presidents in Kotzebue," 
Alaska Gov. Bill Walker 
quipped as he joined 


White House unveiled a 
new National Park Service 
map bearing the name De¬ 
nali where Mount McKinley 
used to be. 

As a prelude to the trip, 
Obama announced his 
administration was renam¬ 
ing the tallest mountain 
in North America and re¬ 
storing its traditional Atha¬ 
bascan name, a move 
that drew applause from 
Alaska’s leaders but harsh 
condemnations from Ohio

“You just don’t go and do 
something like that," said 
Ohio Gov. John Kasich, a 
Republican presidential 
candidate. 

As he traverses Alaska this 
week, Obama has two 
audiences in mind: Alas¬ 
kans, who are hungry for 
more energy development 
to boost the state’s sag¬ 
ging oil revenues, and the 
broader public, whose fo¬ 


global warming, includ¬ 
ing a climate treaty that 
Obama hopes will help 
solidify his environmental 
legacy. 

Whether Obama can suc¬ 
cessfully navigate those 
two competing interests 
— energy and the environ¬ 
ment — is the prevailing 
question of his trip. 

The president has strug¬ 
gled to explain how his 
dire warnings and call to 
action to cut greenhouse 


gases square with other 
steps he's taken or allowed 
to expand energy produc¬ 
tion, including oil and gas. 
Environmental groups took 
particular offense at the 
administration's move to 
allow expanded drilling off 
Alaska’s northwest coast 
— just a few weeks before 
coming to Alaska to preach 
on climate change. 

White House press secre¬ 
tary Josh Earnest told re¬ 
porters traveling with the 
president that Obama’s 
all-of-the-above approach 
to energy aims to facili¬ 
tate the longer-term transi¬ 
tion to cleaner, renewable 
fuels. “Alaska is a place 
where that approach is on 
display," Earnest said. 

Even Alaska Natives, who 
have echoed Obama's 
warnings about environ¬ 
mental changes, have 
urged him to allow more oil 
and gas to be sucked out 
of Alaska’s soil and waters. 
Alaska faces a roughly $3.5 
billion deficit this year as a 
result of falling oil prices, 
forcing state budget cuts 
that have wreaked havoc 
on rural services. 

“History has shown us that 
the responsible energy 
development which is the 
lifeblood of our economy 
can exist in tandem with, 
and significantly enhance, 
our traditional way of 
life,” leaders of the Arctic 
Slope Regional Corpora¬ 
tion, which represents Inu- 
piat Eskimo shareholders, 
wrote Monday in a letter to 
Obama. □

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) 

— Billionaire businessman 
Donald Trump is going af¬ 
ter Republican presidential 
rival Jeb Bush with a new 
campaign video about im¬ 
migration. 

Trump currently leads the 
polls in the primary race, 
despite much of the Re¬ 
publican establishment

State Depart¬ 
ment officials say they 
don’t believe that emails 
she sent or received in¬ 
cluded material classified 
at the time. And even if 
other government officials 
dispute that assertion, it is 
extremely difficult to prove 
anyone knowingly mishan¬ 
dled secrets. 

“How can you be on notice 
if there are no markings?” 
said Leslie McAdoo, a law¬ 
yer who frequently handles 
security-clearance cases. 
Clinton's critics have fo¬ 
cused on the unusual, 
home-brew email server 
Clinton used while in office 
and suggested that she 
should have known that 
secrets were improperly 
coursing through an unse¬ 
cure system, leaving them 
easily hackable for foreign 
intelligence agencies. But 
to prove a crime, the gov¬ 
ernment would have to 
demonstrate that Clinton 
or aides knew they were 
mishandling the informa¬ 
tion — not that she should 
have known. 


tion the cornerstone of his 
insurgent campaign, while 
Bush has said repeatedly 
that a path to permanent 
legal status for immigrants 
in the country illegally could 
ignite the slow-recovering 
economy.

Trump, last week, argued 
differently, saying Petrae¬ 
us' case involved “far less 
important documents.” 
Clinton’s documents, he 
told Fox News, “were more 
highly secret, they were 
more important, there 
were more of them. It’s re¬ 
ally General Petraeus on 
steroids.” 

Petraeus, a married for¬ 
mer four-star general who 
headed the CIA from 2011- 
2012, admitted he gave 
his biographer and lover, 
Paula Broadwell, journals 
containing Top Secret in¬ 
formation. These included 
“the identifies of covert 
officers, war strategy, intel¬ 
ligence capabilities and 
mechanisms, diplomatic 
discussions, quotes and 
deliberative discussions 
from high-level National 
Security Council meetings 
and discussions with the 
president of the United 
States,” according to court 
documents. 

Petraeus also admitted 
lying to the FBI, while his 
emails showed he knew 
the journals contained 
highly classified informa¬ 
tion. 

He pleaded guilty to one 
count of unauthorized re¬ 
moval and retention of 
classified material, a mis¬ 
demeanor. Though eligible 
for up to one year in prison, 
he was sentenced to two 
years' probation and a 
$100,000 fine. □

White House offended by attacks on Jews who back Iran deal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said 
people who attack Jews 
who support the Iran nu¬ 
clear deal are like African- 
Americans who differ with 
him on policy and then 
conclude he's “not black 
enough.” 

Obama, in an interview 
with the Jewish newspa¬ 
per “Forward,” was asked 
whether it hurt him person¬ 
ally when people say he’s 
anti-Semitic. 

“Oh, of course," Obama 
said. “And there's not a 
smidgeon of evidence for 
it, other than the fact that 
there have been times 
when I’ve disagreed with 
a particular Israeli govern¬ 
ment’s position on a par¬ 
ticular issue.” 

The president added, 
though, that he’s “prob¬ 
ably more offended when 
I hear members of my ad¬ 
ministration who them¬ 
selves are Jewish being at¬ 
tacked. You saw this histori¬ 
cally sometimes in the Afri¬ 
can-American community, 
where there’s a difference 
on policy and somebody 
starts talking about, ‘Well, 
you’re not black enough,’ 
or ‘You’re selling out.' And 


that, I think, is always a 
dangerous place to go.” 
Obama didn’t mention 
any specific critics or tar¬ 
gets by name. 

Asked to whom the presi¬ 
dent was referring. White 
House Press Secretary Josh 
Earnest on Monday men¬ 
tioned former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee’s 
charge that the nuclear 
deal was like “marching 
the Israelis to the door of 
the oven," a reference 
to the Holocaust. Earnest 
added: “It’s certainly not 
the only example of the 
kind of political rhetoric 
that certainly the president 
and others find objection¬ 
able.” 

Obama’s Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Jacob Lew, who is Jew¬ 
ish, was heckled this sum¬ 
mer at a Jewish-themed 
conference in New York 
when he defended the 
nuclear deal and spoke of 
the administration's sup¬ 
port for Israel. 

Obama, in the “Forward" 
interview, said that while 
those who care about Is¬ 
rael have an obligation 
to be honest about what 
they think, “you don’t win 
the debate by suggesting 


Reckoning near for Kentucky clerk 
resisting same-sex marriage ruling

MOREHEAD, Kentucky (AP) 

— A court-imposed stay 
has expired for a Kentucky 
county clerk who defied a 
judge’s order to issue same- 
sex marriage licenses. 
Unless the nation’s highest 
court intervenes on her be¬ 
half. 

Rowan County Clerk Kim 
Davis on Tuesday will have 
to choose whether to issue 
marriage licenses, defying 
her Chrisfian conviction, or 
continue defying a federal 
judge who could fine her or 


send her to jail. 

Mat Staver, a lawyer rep¬ 
resenting Davis, said “she's 
going to have to think and 
pray about her decision 
overnight." 

Davis stopped issuing mar¬ 
riage licenses after the U.S. 
Supreme Court legalized 
gay marriage across the 
nation. Four couples sued 
her. 

A federal judge ordered 
her fo issue fhe licenses, 
and an appeals court up¬ 
held that decision. Her 
lawyers appealed to the 
Supreme Court on Friday.Q

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Kansas man sentenced to 20 years for airport bomb plot

WICHITA, Kansas (AP) — A 

Kansas man who plotted a 
suicide bomb attack aimed 
at causing “maximum car¬ 
nage” at a Wichita airport 
was sentenced on Monday 
to 20 years in prison. 

Terry L. Loewen apologized 
to his family and thanked 
his attorneys before U.S. 
District Judge Monti Be- 
lot imposed the proposed 


sentence that came with 
the plea deal. Loewen 
stared straight ahead and 
showed no emotion as the 
judge sentenced him. 

The 60-year-old Wichita 
man pleaded guilty in June 
to attempting to use a 
weapon of mass destruc¬ 
tion. 

“Here in the heartland, 
terrorism will never shake 
our faith in the things this 
country stands for — free¬ 


dom, fairness and oppor¬ 
tunity,” U.S. Attorney Barry 
Grissom said afterward in a 
news release. 

“We won’t give way to 
those who would inflict vio¬ 
lence on their fellow citi¬ 
zens.” 

Loewen made a brief 
courtroom statement in 
which he apologized to his 
wife and his two sons and 
his extended family. 

“I love you all and I real¬ 


ize the pain and suffering I 
caused you is enormous ... 
I do not ask for forgiveness 
because I deserve none,” 
he said. 

Prosecutors told the court 
that the government be¬ 
lieved the proposed 20- 
year sentence was appro¬ 
priate given Loewen's age 
and health condition. 

His attorney, Tim Henry, 
asked Belot to recommend 
Loewen be incarcerated in 


a federal prison as close to 
his family as possible, add¬ 
ing he has been a “model 
inmate” in jail and does not 
need to be in a maximum 
security prison. 

Loewen came to the atten¬ 
tion of the FBI in late May 
2013, when he became a 
Facebook friend of an indi¬ 
vidual who regularly post¬ 
ed information supporting 
violent jihad, or holy war, 
court documents show. □

BOSTON (AP) — A murder 
charge has been dropped 
against an Irish nanny ac¬ 
cused of killing a 1-year-old 
girl in her care after a state 
medical examiner reversed 
a finding that the child’s 
death was a homicide 
caused by shaken baby 
syndrome, prosecutors an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

Aisling Brady McCarthy, 37, 
was charged with killing 
Rehma Sabir in Cambridge 
in 2013. McCarthy insisted 
she was innocent and her 
lawyers vigorously chal¬ 
lenged the medical exam¬ 
iner's findings that Rehma 
died of complications of 
blunt-force head injuries. 

In a written statement, 
Middlesex District Attorney 
Marian Ryan announced 
that the murder charge 
was dropped because the 
medical examiner issued 
an amended ruling chang¬ 


ing the manner of death to 
“undetermined." 

Ryan said the medical ex¬ 
aminer found Rehma had 
past medical issues and 
may have had some type 
of undiagnosed disorder. 
“Based on an assessment 


of the present state of the 
evidence, including the 
amended ruling from the 
Medical Examiner who per¬ 
formed the autopsy, the 
Commonwealth cannot 
meet its burden of proof,” 
Ryan said. 


McCarthy came to the U.S. 
about 13 years ago under 
a visa waiver program that 
entitled her to stay 90 days. 
She has been living illegally 
in the United States. It was 
not immediately clear if she 
would be deported. Her 
lawyers did not return calls 
seeking comment, but they 
planned a late afternoon 
news conference. 

In the new ruling, the medi¬ 
cal examiner said the deci¬ 
sion to change the cause 
and manner of death 
came after additional 
materials were reviewed, 
including expert witness 
reports from both the de¬ 
fense and prosecution, ad¬ 
ditional transcripts of police 
interviews, transcripts of 
grand jury testimony, ad¬ 
ditional medical records 
and additional lab testing 
related to the girl’s death. 
“These additional materials 
put forth several different 
and often conflicting opin¬ 


ions about the cause of 
Rehma’s death," the report 
states, according to ex¬ 
cerpts contained in Ryan’s 
statement. 

“In particular the overall 
state of Rehma’s health 
and her past medical issues 
raise the possibility that she 
had some type of disorder 
that was not able to be 
completely diagnosed pri¬ 
or to her death,” the report 
states. 

The report said that Rehma 
had a history of bruising 
and that she might have 
been prone to easy bleed¬ 
ing with relatively minor 
trauma. “Given these un¬ 
certainties, I am no longer 
convinced that the sub¬ 
dural hemorrhage in this 
case could only have been 
caused by abusive/inflict¬ 
ed head trauma, and I can 
no longer rule the manner 
of death as a homicide,” 
the medical examiner 
wrote in the reportO 


Supremacist convicted of killing 3 at US Jewish sites

OLATHE, Kansas (AP) — The 

man who admitted killing 
three people at two subur¬ 
ban Kansas City Jewish sites 
gave jurors a Nazi salute 
Monday after they convict¬ 
ed him of murder and other 
charges for the shootings. 


which he said would allow 
him to “die a martyr.” 

It took the jury of seven men 
and five women just over 
two hours to find Frazier 
Glenn Miller guilty of one 
count of capital murder, 
three counts of attempted 
murder and assault and 
weapons charges. 


After the verdict was an¬ 
nounced, Miller, 74, said: 
“The fat lady just sang.” As 
jurors were filing out of the 
courtroom, he raised his 
right arm in the Nazi salute 
and told them: “You prob¬ 
ably won’t sleep tonight." 
The judge reminded Mill¬ 
er that the same jury will 


decide his sentence. He 
could get the death pen¬ 
alty. The sentencing pro¬ 
ceedings were expected 
to begin Tuesday. During 
the prosecution's clos¬ 
ing, District Attorney Steve 
Howe cited a “mountain 
of evidence” against Miller, 
who is charged with capi¬ 


tal murder in the April 2014 
shootings at two Jewish 
sites in Overland Park, Kan¬ 
sas. Although he has admit¬ 
ted to killing the three peo¬ 
ple, he has pleaded not 
guilty, saying it was his duty 
to stop genocide against 
the white race. None of the 
victims was Jewish. □

Wal-Mart cutting back on hours for workers at some stores 


NEW YORK (AP) — Wal- 
Mart says it is asking some 
stores to schedule workers 
for fewer hours, 
although it says the direc¬ 
tive is only being given to 
stores that are assigning 
more hours than they were 
expected to. 

The world's largest retailer 
said the instructions apply 
only to a small number of 
its 4,500 U.S. locations that 
are scheduling workers for 
more hours than expected. 
Wal-Mart said Monday it 
spoke to store managers 
about controlling costs ear¬ 
lier this month at a holiday- 
season planning meeting. 
Managers who have been 
scheduling workers for too 
many hours were reminded 
to schedule closer to their 
allotted hours. 

“Managing hours is a rou¬ 
tine part of running a sus¬ 
tainable operation, and 
in select number of stores, 
it requires keeping those 
hours to what was originally 
budgeted,” Wal-Mart said. 
Wal-Mart’s second-quarter 
profit fell 15 percent, partly 
because of pay raises, ef¬ 
forts to overhaul its stores, 
and investments in its online 
operations. The changes 
did help its sales, however. 


The Bentonville, Arkansas- 
based company raised its 
minimum wage to $9 an 
hour in April and plans to 
raise it to $10 an hour by 
February. 

As of Jan. 31, Wal-Mart had 
about 1.4 million employ¬ 
ees in the U.S. 

It did not say how many 
of them might be working 
fewer hours. 

The move to trim some em¬ 
ployees’ hours shows the 
wage increase was only a 
public relations move, said 
Jess Levin, a spokeswom¬ 
an with the United Food & 
Commercial Workers Inter¬ 
national Union. Workers are 
having their hours cut so 
Wal-Mart can “pad its bot¬ 
tom line," she said. 
Wal-Mart's low-income 

shoppers are still struggling 
as the U.S. economy goes 
through a sluggish recov¬ 
ery, though lower gas pric¬ 
es are helping somewhat. 
The company also faces 
increasing competition 

from online king Amazon, 
com and from dollar stores, 
which are pulling in shop¬ 
pers seeking low prices and 
convenience.

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — As 

lawmakers took up a 
measure to give greater 
powers to separatists in 
eastern Ukraine, national¬ 
ist protesters clashed with 
police outside parliament 
on Monday, and the In¬ 
terior Ministry said one of¬ 
ficer was killed in a gre¬ 


nade blast and more than 
100 were wounded. 

It was the worst violence 
in the capital since the 
government took power 
in February 2014. 

The decentralization of 
power was a condition 
demanded by Russia for 
a truce signed in Minsk in 
February aimed at end¬ 
ing the fighting between 
Ukrainian government 


troops and Russia-backed 
separatists that has left 
more than 6,800 dead 
since April 2014. 

But Ukrainian nationalists 
strongly oppose changing 
the constitution, saying 
that would threaten the 
country’s sovereignty and 
independence. 

In a televised address, 
Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenko called de¬ 


centralization “a difficult 
but a logical step toward 
peace," and insisted that 
it would not grant au¬ 
tonomy to the rebels in 
Donetsk and Luhansk. 

The measure won prelimi¬ 
nary approval on Monday 
with 265 deputies in the 
450-seat parliament vot¬ 
ing for it. 

But three parties that are 
part of the majority coali¬ 
tion in parliament refused 
to give their support, 
showing the difficulty that 
Poroshenko faces even 
within his own pro-West¬ 
ern camp in fulfilling the 
peace agreement. 

When the decentraliza¬ 
tion bill comes up for final 
approval, he will need to 
get at least 300 votes as 
required for amending 
the constitution. 

“This is not a road to 
peace and not a road 
to decentralization,” said 
the leader of one of those 
dissenting parties, former 
Prime Minister Yulia Ty- 
moshenko. “This is the dia¬ 
metrically opposite pro¬ 
cess, which will lead to the 
loss of new territories.” 

The officer who was killed 
in the clashes on Mon¬ 


day was a 25-year-old 
conscript. Interior Minister 
Arsen Avakov told report¬ 
ers. Fie said 122 people 
were hospitalized — most 
of them officers, but also 
some Ukrainian journalists 
and two French reporters. 
No injuries were reported 
among the several hun¬ 
dred protesters, includ¬ 
ing 100 die-hard activists, 
most of whom are mem¬ 
bers of Svoboda, a na¬ 
tionalist party that holds 
only a handful of seats in 
parliament. The protest¬ 
ers were carrying sticks 
and truncheons. Some of 
them were masked. 
Avakov said that about 
30 people have been de¬ 
tained, including the pro¬ 
tester who threw the gre¬ 
nade, who he identified 
as a Svoboda member 
who fought in the east in 
one of the volunteer bat¬ 
talions that are loosely 
controlled by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Poroshenko described 
the violence outside par¬ 
liament as a “stab in the 
back" and pledged to 
prosecute “all political 
leaders" who were be¬ 
hind the clashes.□ 



Austria inspects trucks for migrants, creates 18-mile backup

BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) — 

Austria stepped up vehicle 
inspections Monday at its 
Flungarian border after 71 
migrants apparently suf¬ 
focated in a truck, creat¬ 
ing a huge traffic jam on 
the main Budapest-Vienna 
highway. 

In addition to the gridlock 
at the Hegyeshalom border 
crossing — about a 30-kilo- 
meter (18 1/2-mile) backup 


at its peak — traffic was 
slower than usual at other 
spots along the Hungary- 
Austria border, the traffic 
monitoring firm Utinform re¬ 
ported. Traffic appeared to 
be flowing fairly smoothly 
by late afternoon and Aus¬ 
trian Interior Ministry spokes¬ 
man Karl-Fleinz Grund- 
boeck said they would 
continue to conduct "spot 
checks” of vehicles at all 
main border crossings. 

At Budapest's Keleti train 


terminal, meanwhile, hun¬ 
dreds of migrants, many 
saying they were from Syr¬ 
ia, boarding trains headed 
west to Austria and Ger¬ 
many, without apparent 
police intervention. 

In past months, Hungarian 
police, sometimes acting 
with colleagues from Ger¬ 
many and Austria, often 
removed migrants without 
the necessary travel docu¬ 
ments from the trains. 

On Monday afternoon. 


there were long lines of 
migrants at the terminal's 
ticket windows and police 
said a statement on the 
situation there would be 
forthcoming. 

Two of the express trains 
that left Budapest, how¬ 
ever, were stranded on the 
Austro-Hungarian border 
after the Austrian Federal 
Railways refused to allow 
them to proceed into Aus¬ 
tria, citing “overcrowding.” 
Austrian police spokesman 


Roman Hahslinger said 
some of those on the trains 
subsequently disembarked 
and continued into Austria 
with regional trains.

Yemeni rebels raid dozens of 
homes of opponents in Sanaa

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — Shi¬ 
ite rebels in Yemen’s capi¬ 
tal have raided dozens of 
homes of political oppo¬ 
nents and local NGO work¬ 
ers, claiming they are affili¬ 
ated with the Islamic State 
group and al-Qaida, secu¬ 
rity officials said Monday. 
The officials, who are neu¬ 
tral in a conflict that has 
splintered the security forc¬ 
es, said the raids began a 
day earlier. 

Pro-government forces 
backed by Saudi-led air- 
strikes have driven the 
rebels, known as Houthis, 
from much of the coun¬ 
try’s south in recent weeks, 
but the rebels still hold the 
capital, Sanaa, which they 
seized nearly a year ago. 
The officials said that last 


week the Houthis detained 
at least 20 people, one of 
whom works for the U.N., 
near the capital’s presiden¬ 
tial palace. Houthi officials 
could not immediately be 
reached for comment. 

Also Monday, mortar 
rounds fired by the reb¬ 
els killed four civilians and 
wounded six in Yemen's 
third largest city of Taiz, 
medical officials and wit¬ 
nesses said. 

The exiled Yemeni govern¬ 
ment in Saudi Arabia de¬ 
clared Taiz a disaster zone 
last week. Since then, the 
city’s al-Radwah hospital 
has stopped admitting pa¬ 
tients due to a severe lack 
of medical resources, of¬ 
ficials at the hospital told

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Afghan airfields built for war seen as economic hubs

KANDAHAR AIR FIELD, Af¬ 
ghanistan (AP) — It is a 

striking vision for a coun¬ 
try torn to pieces by war 
and jihadi insurrection: a 
series of airports, built by 
NATO to fight the Taliban, 
are being handed over to 
the Afghan government 
in a civil aviation upgrade 
that optimists hope will fuel 
not only regional trade but 
even tourism. 

The eight airfields, worth 
an estimated $2 billion, 
are scattered around a 
landlocked and moun¬ 
tainous land whose lack 
of rail transport or decent 
roads makes almost every 
intercity journey a perilous 
adventure — even without 
factoring in attacks from 
Taliban militants. 
Ex-lawmaker Mohammad 
Daud Sultanzoy, who is 
overseeing the project for 
the government, said the 
airfields — self-contained 
cities that housed thou¬ 
sands of foreign troops 
who are now pulling out 
— will amount to a latter- 
day “Silk Road" that “will 
connect Afghanistan in¬ 
ternally and to South Asia 
and Central Asia, and be¬ 
yond.” 

The billions of people living 
in Asia and the Middle East 
“can constitute a huge 
number of tourists and re¬ 
lated other activities: car¬ 
go, passenger and export/ 
import," Sultanzoy said. 
Pessimists will have little 
trouble imagining the Tal¬ 
iban trying to shoot down 
planes as they land, but 
officials say the militants 
do not currently have that 
ability, making air travel a 
reasonable and safe op¬ 
tion. 

U.S. Maj. Gen. Todd Se- 
monite, who oversees $5 
billion in funding to Af¬ 
ghanistan's security sec¬ 
tor, said the decision to 


transfer rather than close 
the airfields was made in 
conjunction with President 
Ashraf Ghani’s govern¬ 
ment after he took power 
last year, in the belief they 
could help “jump start the 
economy.” 

Military teams are upgrad¬ 
ing them ahead of an in¬ 
ternational roadshow or¬ 


ganized by the Afghan 
and U.S. governments due 
to be held in Dubai next 
month. 

Under an agreement with 
the United States, only the 
top-drawer facilities are 
being transferred, while 
small, remote military bases 
and airfields are being dis¬ 
mantled. 

Afghanistan has an avia¬ 
tion infrastructure in place 
already, but it is rickety. 
Many of the country’s 27 
airports — four of them 
international — are little 
more than a shack at the 
end of a tarmac. 

About 130 domestic and in¬ 
ternational flights land and 
take off weekly in these 


existing fields, said Qas- 
sim Rahimi, spokesman for 
the Civil Aviation Authority 
of Afghanistan, itself a new 
operation. He said that with 
the establishment of the 
CAAA, regulation and ser¬ 
vice have improved dra¬ 
matically, and that change 
has fueled a leap in both 
passenger numbers and 


revenues. Up to 45,000 pas¬ 
sengers now fly domesti¬ 
cally each month, already 
a sharp rise compared to 
12,000 monthly in 2013. The 
sector generated $2 billion 
in revenue last year, and 
Rahimi estimates a 25-per- 
cent rise this year. 
Challenges aplenty stand 
in the way of further prog¬ 
ress. 

One is the country’s inex¬ 
perience with air traffic 
control. Afghanistan will 
take over air traffic con¬ 
trol starting in 2016; the U.S. 
government ended its con¬ 
tract in June after control¬ 
ling Afghan air space since 
2001, and Japan's govern¬ 
ment will run it to the end 


of the year. The CAAA has 
expressed confidence it will 
be ready to take on the re¬ 
sponsibility starting in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Corruption is another issue. 
“Corruption will increase if 
these airports are under the 
control of the government, 
and the government does 
not have the capacity to

run these airports,” said 
former Transport and Civil 
Aviation Minister Daoud Ali 
Najafi. 

He also cited a lack of 
trained staff, as many who 
had been trained had left 
the industry for higher in¬ 
comes in the private sec¬ 
tor. Privatization of the new 
fields will be key, he said. 
Among the modern airports 
on offer is one at Kandahar 
in the south, with a 20-kilo- 
meter (12-mile) perimeter. 
At the height of the Afghan 
war, in 2009-2010, Kanda¬ 
har Air Field was one of the 
world’s busiest in terms of 
frequency, with an aircraft 
taking off or landing every 
minute. □ 


Indian scholar who 
criticized idol worship 
murdered at home

NEW DELHI (AP) — Following 
a knock at his front door, 
an Indian scholar greeted 
two unidentified visitors 
and was shot in the head 
and the chest, becoming 
the third critic of religious 
superstition to be killed in 
the country in three years. 
The attack on Malleshap- 
pa M. Kalburgi sent a chill 
through Indian civil society, 
stoking worries about reli¬ 
gious extremism and intol¬ 
erance and prompting an 
outpouring of condemna¬ 
tion as the 77-year-old au¬ 
thor and academic was 
cremated Monday in his 
hometown of Dharwad, in 
the southern Indian state of 
Karnataka. 

“This incident should not 
have happened. It is highly 
condemnable," Karnata¬ 
ka Chief Minister Siddara- 
maiah told reporters. 
Authorities are searching 
for two men who accord¬ 
ing to Kalburgi's daughter 
arrived on a motorcycle 
at their home Sunday, 
knocked on the door and 
fired two shots that killed 
her father. Inspector S.S. 
Hiremath said. He declined 
to give further details 
about the attack. 

Police are investigating 
whether Kalburgi's mur¬ 
der is connected to death 
threats he received last 
year from angry right-wing 
Hindu groups after he criti¬ 
cized idol worship and su¬ 
perstitious beliefs by Hindus. 
He was provided police se¬ 
curity after the threats but 
it was removed about two 
weeks ago at the scholar’s 
request, police said. 

The attack was widely con¬ 
demned. 

“Everyone has the right to 
express his opinion,” actor 
and director Girish Karnad 
said. “If this grows in Karna¬ 
taka, we are in trouble.”□

Police seek 2 new suspects 
in Bangkok bombing probe

BANGKOK (AP) — Thai po¬ 
lice issued arrest warrants 
Monday for two more sus¬ 
pects, a Thai woman and 
a foreign man of unknown 
nationality, as part of a 
widening investigation that 
yielded its first arrest over 
the weekend in connec¬ 
tion with a deadly bomb¬ 
ing in Bangkok two weeks 
ago. 

National police spokesman 
Prawuth Thavornsiri said he 
was certain the two were 
part of a group responsible 
for the Aug. 17 blast at the 
Erawan Shrine in central 
Bangkok that killed 20 peo¬ 
ple, more than half of them 
foreigners. 

In a televised announce¬ 


ment on Monday, Prawuth 
displayed a photograph 
of the woman’s Thai iden¬ 
tification card showing a 
young woman in a black 
headscarf, and a sketch 
of the man. He later said 
police were asking for ad¬ 
ditional arrest warrants. 
Police said Monday eve¬ 
ning that relatives of the 
woman, identified as 
26-year-old Wanna Suan- 
sun, said they believe she is 
in Turkey. 

The developments came 
after police arrested a 
man in an apartment in 
Bangkok's outskirts on Sat¬ 
urday and seized bomb¬ 
making equipment that 
included detonators, ball 
bearings and a metal pipe 
that could serve as a bomb 
casingO 


cuts. 

Monday was the deadline 
for all ministries to submit 
budget requests to the Fi¬ 
nance Ministry. The total 
budget requests for fiscal 
2016 exceeded 102 trillion 
yen ($840 billion), also a 
record high, according to 
public broadcaster NHK. 
The defense budget was 
the third largest after those 
from the health and wel¬ 
fare ministry and the trans¬ 
portation ministry, it said.

Report: Colombia collecting bulk data without warrants

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Intelligence agencies 
in Colombia have been 
building robust tools to au¬ 
tomatically collect vast 
amounts of data without 
judicial warrants and in 
defiance of a pledge to 


better protect privacy fol¬ 
lowing a series of domestic 
spying scandals, according 
to a new report by Privacy 
International. 

The report published Mon¬ 
day by the London-based 
advocacy group provides 
a comprehensive look at 
the reach and question¬ 
able oversight of surveil¬ 


lance technologies as used 
by police and state security 
agencies in Colombia. 

One tool developed is ca¬ 
pable of monitoring 3G 
phone cell and trunk lines 
carrying voice and data 
communications for the 
whole country, according 
to the report. 


The system, called Inte¬ 
grated Record System, was 
built by police intelligence 
starting in 2005 and had 
the capacity of collecting 
100 million cell data and 
20 million text message re¬ 
cords per day without ser¬ 
vice providers' knowledge, 
according to the report’s 
authors. 


The report doesn’t say how 
the technology was used 
but such mass, automated 
collection of data isn't ex¬ 
plicitly authorized under 
Colombian law, according 
to the group, which based 
its findings on purchase 
orders and documents, 
many never seen before. 


and confidenfial fesfimony 
by people working in Co¬ 
lombia's vast surveillance 
industry. 

General Rodolfo Palomino, 
head of Colombia’s police, 
declined to comment on 
the report when contacted 
by The Associated Press. 
He said the proper forum

tics is with Congress, which 
is tasked with overseeing in¬ 
telligence agencies. 
Colombia’s constitution 
guarantees citizens' right 
to private communications 
and all interceptions must 
have a judicial warrant. 
Colombia’s chief prosecu¬ 
tor’s office maintains with 
law enforcement a sepa¬ 
rate, more-targeted surveil¬ 
lance system, called Esper- 
anza, for that very purpose. 
But Privacy International 
said inter-agency rivalries, 
a deep-seated culture of 
spying, and legal loopholes 
in a recently revamped 
intelligence law that al¬ 
lows for monitoring of the 
electro-magnetic spec¬ 
trum for national security 
purposes has opened the 
door to gathering massive 
amounts of personal data 
on Colombians’ private 
communications. 

Much of the intelligence¬ 
gathering technology was 
developed with the U.S., 
which has provided billions 
of dollars in cash, training 
and equipment to Colom¬ 
bia over the past 15 years. 
Surveillance technology 
and direct assistance by 
the DEA and CIA have 
been instrumental in the 
arrest of cocaine kingpins 
and a key weapon in Co¬ 
lombia's fight against the 
leftist Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia, as evi¬ 
denced by the interception 
of phone calls that located 
and led to the killing of the 
guerrillas’ top commander, 
alias Alfonso Cano, in a 
2011 military raidO

But the president said post¬ 
poning Sunday’s election 
would be a huge setback 
for the country and “a seri¬ 


ous violation of the constitu¬ 
tion.” Postponement would 
be “a step backward, that 
could set our country back 
30 years,” he said, in appar¬ 
ent reference to the coun¬ 
try's war-torn years in the 
1980s. 

Guatemala's government 
has been weakened by 
a customs fraud scandal 
that already has seen his 
former vice president jailed 
and has forced much of his 
cabinet to resign. A legisla¬ 
tive commission on Satur¬ 
day urged congress to lift 
the president’s immunity 
from prosecution. 


The process against Perez 
Molina is akin to impeach¬ 
ment and could lead to 
criminal charges. 

Former Vice President 
Roxana Baldetti was or¬ 
dered jailed last week 
pending trial on charges 
that she took $3.7 million in 
bribes from businesspeople 
in return for evading import 
duties. 

On Monday, Perez Molina 
said “I have not received 
a single cent” in the bribe 
scandal, and said “the 
presumption of innocence 
should prevail.” 

Human rights prosecutor 


Jorge de Leon said “the 
most prudent thing” for the 
president to do would be 
to resign. 

Perez Molina’s determi¬ 
nation to stay in power is 
“playing on people’s frus¬ 
tration, and that can cause 
a conflict," de Leon said. 
Manfredo Marroquin, the 
leader of the Citizen Action 
civic group, also worried 
about the potential effects, 
in a country that saw de¬ 
cades of violence during its 
1960-1996 civil war. 

“This doesn’t contribute 
to the country’s stability,” 
Marroquin saidO

Maduro charges 
Colombia plotting 
his assassination 

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Venezuelan President 
Nicolas Maduro is accus¬ 
ing enemies in Colombia 
of trying to assassinate him 
as both countries prepare 
to spar at the Organization 
of American States over an 
increasingly tense border 
dispute. 

Maduro said during a visit 
to Vietnam that the con¬ 
spiracy has the consent of 
Colombia’s government. 
He didn't present any evi¬ 
dence to back the claim 
but said he would soon. 
Maduro and his Colombi¬ 
an counterpart Juan Man¬ 
uel Santos have been trad¬ 
ing barbs ever since last 
week’s expulsion of more 
fhan 1,000 Colombians liv¬ 
ing illegally in Venezuela. 
Maduro accuses fhe mi¬ 
grants of being behind a 
wave of crime and smug¬ 
gling along the border. Q 

Peru’s president 
enacts law to gun 
down drug planes 

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Peru’s 
president has enacted a 
law that authorizes military 
planes to shoot down sus¬ 
pected drug flights. Peru 
halted shoot-downs after 
35-year-old U.S. mission¬ 
ary Veronica Bowers and 
her infant daughter died in 
a 2001 attack on a plane 
wrongly identified as carry¬ 
ing drugs. 

Washington earlier had 
supported the policy, but 
Peruvian officials say the 
U.S. opposed restoring it. 
Under the new law, mili¬ 
tary planes will first warn 
suspected drug flights and 
warn them to land. 
Neighboring drug-pro¬ 
ducing and transit nations 
already permit planes sus¬ 
pected of carrying drugs 
to be shot down. But with 
the exception of Venezu¬ 
ela and Honduras, such 
events have been rare 
in recent years. Peru be¬ 
came the world's No. 1 
cocaine producer in 2012 
and about half fhose drugs 
have been flown fo Bolivia. 
□

NEW YORK (AP) — NFL Com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell 
and New England Patriots 
quarterback Tom Brady at¬ 
tended last-minute settle¬ 
ment talks between the 
NFL and its players union 
Monday before a judge 
announced he would de¬ 
cide the dispute over de¬ 
flated footballs with a rul¬ 
ing in a day or two. 

U.S. District Judge Richard 
Berman said he had “no 
qualms” about the willing¬ 
ness of both sides to try to 
reach a settlement in the 
controversy that has hung 
over professional football 
since New England easily 
won the AFC title game in 
January. 

Goodell in July upheld 
a four-game suspension 
of Brady, concluding the 
quarterback colluded with 
two Patriots ball handlers 
to deflate footballs before 
the 45-7 victory over the 
Colts. Brady said he had no 
role in it. The players union 
wants the suspension elimi¬ 
nated.

Kirk Cousins to start season as Redskins QB

ASHBURN, Va. (AP) — The 

Washington Redskins have 
made a quarterback 
change: Kirk Cousins will be 
the starter this season, not 
Robert Griffin III. 

“We feel like af this time, Kirk 
Cousins gives us the best 
chance to win,” coach 
Jay Gruden said, unseat¬ 
ing Griffin, the 2012 Offen¬ 
sive Rookie of the Year. “It’s 
Kirk's team.” 

Griffin, who has struggled 
since tearing his right ACL 
and MCL in a January 2013 
playoff loss to Seattle, was 
slated to start last Satur¬ 
day's preseason game at 
Baltimore before being 
scratched the previous day 
in the wake of a concussion 
suffered on Aug. 20 against 
Detroit. 

Cousins, taken in the fourth 
round in the same draft 
that Griffin was chosen sec- 


Gruden added that Cous¬ 
ins “has taken a giant leap” 
since being benched in 
Week 7 of 2014 after com¬ 
mitting 11 turnovers in five 
games. “There's something 
powerful about know¬ 
ing you're believed in, 
something powerful about 
knowing where you stand,” 
Cousins said. 

With Griffin still in the NFL’s 
concussion protocol pro¬ 
gram, Gruden opted for 
Cousins, who was drafted 
along with Griffin in 2012 
and has started nine games 
when Griffin has been hurf, 
going 2-7. 

Gruden said fhe team still 
believes in Griffin, who has 
been plagued by injuries 
since leading the Redskins 
to the NFC East title. 

Cousins will sit out the pre¬ 
season finale Thursday 
against Jacksonville, with 
Colt McCoy playing the 
entire game.Q

Speaking af a hearing that 
lasted less than five min¬ 
utes, Berman noted that 
senior executives from fhe 
league and the NFL Players 
Association who had not 
attended several previ¬ 
ous settlement talks joined 
more than an hour of ne¬ 
gotiations Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

Giants president and co¬ 
owner John Mara took 
part, as did free agent 
kicker Jay Feely, Berman 
said. Feely is a member of 
the union’s executive com¬ 
mittee and Mara is chair¬ 
man of the NFL’s executive 
committee that oversees 
labor matters. 

Outside court, Feely said 
the sides tried their best for 
a settlement. 

“For us it reinforces the de¬ 
sire and the need for an 
independent arbitrator in 


these matters of personal 
conduct,” Feely said. “But 
we understand Tom’s posi¬ 
tion and I think the process 
will work itself out.” 


Berman said he’s putting 
the final touches on his de¬ 
cision. 

“It won't be today, but 
hopefully tomorrow or the 


day after,” he said of a 
written ruling. Berman said 
a week ago that he hoped 
to rule by Friday, giving the 
Patriots enough time to 


prepare for their Sept. 10 
season opener against the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. 

When Berman rules, it will 
either uphold or eliminate 
Brady’s suspension. 

Berman had ordered 
Goodell and Brady to at¬ 
tend Monday's hearing. 
Both arrived 90 minutes 
early to participate in talks 
in the judge's robing room. 
Berman has said a settle¬ 
ment would be “rational 
and logical” but also cited 
weaknesses in the way the 
NFL handled the contro¬ 
versy that was nicknamed 
“Deflategate.” The judge 
has also suggested that 
the league's finding was 
foo vague, fhaf Brady 
was generally aware fhaf 
game balls were being de¬ 
flated.

NEW YORK (AP) — Even 
before Serena Williams set 
foot in Arthur Ashe Stadium 
on Monday night, her path 
through the U.S. Open to 
complete the Grand Slam 
became a lot easier thanks 
to losses by other top wom¬ 
en. 

And when it was the No. 
1-seeded American's 
turn to play her first-round 
match, she was not tested 
one bit by a woman who 
appeared overwhelmed 
by the opponent, the oc¬ 
casion and, to make mat¬ 
ters worse, an injured left 
foot. 

A year after his run all the 
way to his first Grand Slam 
final, Kei Nishikori's stay at 
the U.S. Open lasted only a 
few hours. 

The fourth-seeded Nishi- 
kori had two match points 
in the fourth-set tiebreaker 
against 41 st-ranked Benoit 
Paire, but the Frenchman 
saved both of them then 
took control in the fifth for a 
6-4, 3-6, 4-6, 7-6 (6), 6-4 vic¬ 
tory Monday. 

It was the first win of his ca¬ 
reer against an opponent 
ranked in the top five. 
“When I saw the draw 
against Kei, I said, ‘Bad 
luck,’” Paire recalled. 


But then he reminded him¬ 
self he had been competi¬ 
tive in two previous losses to 
the Japanese star. 

“It's not like if I play against 
Roger Federer,” Paire said, 
explaining he knew he 
could get something go¬ 
ing against Nishikori’s serve. 
“Against Kei, I know I can 
play.” 

Nishikori had withdrawn 
from the hard-court 
warmup at Cincinnati, cit¬ 
ing a hip injury, but he 
said Monday he was fine 
physically. Still, he looked 
sluggish late in the match, 
which lasted 3 hours, 14 
minutes on a steamy day. 
“He was very aggressive, so 
there was many rallies and 
it was tough to get rhythm,” 
Nishikori said. “He hits a lot 
of drop shots and good 
serves.” 

Last year at Flushing Mead¬ 
ows, Nishikori became the 
first man from Asia to reach 
a major final, where he lost 
to Marin Cilic. 

The 25-year-old followed 
that up with more success 
in 2015 and came into the 
U.S. Open with his first top- 
four seed at a Grand Slam 
tournament. He made it to 
the quarterfinals at both 
the Australian and French 
Opens this year, but with¬ 
drew from the second 


round at Wimbledon be¬ 
cause of a calf problem, 
the latest injury in a career 
plagued by them. 

He had been playing well 
on the hard courts this sum¬ 
mer before pulling out of 
Cincinnati, though, win¬ 
ning the title at Washington 
and beating Rafael Nadal 
in Montreal, where he lost 
to eventual champ Andy 
Murray in the semifinals. 

It’s the first time since 1999 
that a U.S. Open men’s fi¬ 
nalist lost in the first round 
the following year. Cilic 
had no such problems 
Monday, starting his title 
defense with a straight-set 
victory over 94th-ranked 
qualifier Guido Pella. 

The 26-year-old Paire has 
never been past the third 
round at a major tourna¬ 
ment. He had 21 aces 
Monday, the last to close 
out the match. 

So Williams moved a step 
closer to tennis’ first cal¬ 
endar-year Grand Slam 
since 1988 without much 
of a workout, reaching the 
second round when 86th- 
ranked Vitalia Diatchenko 
of Russia stopped playing 
while behind 6-0, 2-0. Wil¬ 
liams was out there for only 
27 minutes and took 32 of 
the 37 points that were 
played. 

“I told her I was proud of her 
for even coming out and 
making this effort when she 
was injured,” Williams said 
during an on-court inter¬ 
view. 

The 33-year-old American 
told the crowd she appre¬ 
ciates the support she is 
receiving “on this journey 
and this milestone that I’m 
trying to take one match at 
a time.” 

Next up for her is Kiki Bertens 
of the Netherlands, who is 
ranked 110th, only once 
made it as far as the fourth 
round at any major tour¬ 
nament, and picked up 
just the second U.S. Open 


match victory over her ca¬ 
reer by eliminating Mirjana 
Lucic-Baroni 3-6, 6-4, 6-2 on 
Monday. 

Williams, in contrast, is 22-0 
in Grand Slam matches in 
2015 alone, with champi¬ 
onships on the hard courts 
of the Australian Open in 
January, the red clay courts 
of the French Open in 
June, and the grass courts 
of Wimbledon in July.

On the women’s side, four 
of the top 10 players are 
already out, with seventh- 
seeded Ana Ivanovic, 
eighth-seeded Karolina 
Pliskova and lOth-seeded

seeded Maria Sharapova 
withdrew. All were on Ser¬ 
ena Williams’ half of the 
draw. 

Williams opens her pursuit 
of the first Grand Slam since 
Steffi Graf in 1988 on Mon¬ 
day night in Arthur Ashe 
Stadium. Before she even 
steps on the court, not a 
single top-10 player stands 
in the way between the

Twitter sets modest 
goals to diversity 
its workforce 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Twitter is setting modest 
goals to diversify its work¬ 
force while it fights a pro¬ 
posed class-action lawsuit 
that says the online mes¬ 
saging service discrimi¬ 
nates against its female 
employees. 

The hiring targets were re¬ 
leased Friday along with 
data showing that Twitter 
primarily employs white 
and Asian men in high-pay¬ 
ing technology jobs, like 
most of its industry peers. 
Twitter is aiming to fill 16 
percent of its technolo¬ 
gy jobs with a woman next 
year, up from 13 percent 
currently. The San Fran¬ 
cisco company also wants 
women to make up 25 per¬ 
cent of its leadership roles, 
from 22 percent now, and 
is promising to hire more 
blacks and Hispanics. 
Former Twitter engineer 
Tina Huang filed a lawsuit 
in March attacking the 
company's treatment of 
women. The complaint 
says Twitter has a history of 
bypassing qualified women 
for promotions. Twitter has 
denied the allegations. 
Based on a total workforce 
of about 4,100 people, 
Twitter currently employs 
about 1,400 women, or 34 
percent of its total payroll. 
The company wants 35 
percent of its total work¬ 
force to be comprised of 
women next year. 

“We're holding ourselves 
accountable to these mea¬ 
surable goals, as should 
you," Twitter executive Ja¬ 
net Van Huysse wrote in a 
blog post. 


Other major technolo¬ 
gy companies, including 
Google, Facebook and 
Apple, also are trying to 
lessen their long-time de¬ 
pendence on white and 
Asian men to fill program¬ 
ming jobs that typically pay 
$100,000 to $300,000. 

Unlike Twitter, not all tech 
companies have estab¬ 
lished a concrete number 
of women, blacks and His¬ 
panics that they are hop¬ 
ing to employ, nor when 
their workforce might look 
more like the overall popu¬ 
lation. 

The composition of most 
big tech employers didn't 
significantly change in the 
first year since they began 
acknowledging their diver¬ 
sity problems under pres¬ 
sure from a coalition led 
by civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson. 

Twitter has other pressing 
issues besides addressing 
a lack of worker diversity. 
The company still isn't mak¬ 
ing money more than nine 
years since its first tweet 
was sent and is still look¬ 
ing for a new CEO to ac¬ 
celerate its user growth. 
Co-founder Jack Dorsey 
has been serving as inter¬ 
im CEO since Dick Costolo 
stepped down from the 
top job in July. 

Meanwhile, Twitter’s stock 
has shed nearly half its 
value during the past four 
months as investors have 
lost faith in the company. 
The shares gained 37 cents 
Friday to close at $26.83, 
slightly above its initial pub¬ 
lic offering price of $26 in 
November 2013.Q

Google tries to woo iPhone 
owners with Android watch app

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google is introducing an 
application that will con¬ 
nect Android smartwatch¬ 
es with Apple's iPhone, es¬ 
calating the rivals' battle to 
strap their technology on 
people’s wrists. 

The move thrusts Google 
on to Apple’s turf in an at¬ 
tempt to boost the lacklus¬ 
ter sales of watches run¬ 
ning on its Android Wear 
software. The program unit¬ 
ing the devices running on 
different operating systems 
is being released Monday 
in Apple's app store. 

Until now. Android watch¬ 
es only worked with smart¬ 
phones powered by An¬ 
droid software, just as the 
Apple Watch is designed 
to be tethered exclusively 
to the iPhone. 

Google's new app, 
though, will enable the lat¬ 
est Android watches to link 
with the iPhone so people 
can quickly glance at their 
wrists for directions, fitness 
information and notifica¬ 
tions about events, emails 
and Facebook updates. 
The devices still won’t be 
able to be tied together 
in a way that will allow 
the Android watches to 
communicate with all the 
other apps that a user 
might have installed on the 
iPhone. 


That roadblock is likely to 
discourage many iPhone 
owners from defecting 
from Apple to buy an An¬ 
droid watch unless Google 
eventually finds a way to 
overcome the obstacle, 
said IDC analyst Ramon 
Llamas. 

For now, the Android 
watches are most likely to 
appeal to iPhone owners 
reluctant to spend a lot of 
money on a device that 
remains more of a novelty 
than an essential gadget. 
Google expects the prices 
of Android watches com¬ 
patible with the iPhone to 
range from $100 to $400. 
Apple, which has a long 
history of demanding pre¬ 
mium prices for its products, 
sells most of its watches for 
$350 to $1,000, though its 
luxury models cost more 
than $10,000. 

Android watches aren’t 
going to be bought by 
“the fan boys and fan girls 
that have to have abso¬ 
lutely everything with an 
Apple logo on it,” Llamas 
said. “We are talking about 
going after people who 
are open to other possibili¬ 
ties with what they can do 
with their devices.” 
Although Apple was a 
late entrant into the smart- 
watch market, the com¬ 
pany quickly surged to the 
front of the pack after its 
April release. 


About 4 million Apple 
Watches were sold during 
the three months ended in 
June to command three- 
fourths of the worldwide 
smartwatch market, based 
on estimates from the re¬ 
search firm Strategy Ana¬ 
lytics. The combined sales 
of Android watches made 
by various device makers 
during the same period to¬ 
taled 600,000 units for an 
11 percent market share. 
Samsung watches running 
on Tizen software grabbed 
most of the rest of the 
market with a 7.5 percent 
share. Google is hoping 
the next wave of Android 
Wear wafches will help to 
shift the tide in its favor. The 
upcoming Android watch¬ 
es that will work with the 
iPhone include the Asus 
ZenWatch 2 and the Hua- 
wei Watch. LG Electronics 
already makes an Android 
Watch, the $300 Urbane, 
that's compatible with 
the iPhone. Working with 
the new app, the Android 
smartwatches will be com¬ 
patible with iPhones dat¬ 
ing back to the 5, as long 
as their operating systems 
have been updated to at 
least iOS 8.2. 

“This is a shrewd move by 
Google to expand its po¬ 
tential market,” Llamas 
said. “There is only so much 
space available on each 
wrist."□ 
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Wall Street closes out worst month in 3 years

NEW YORK (AP) — August 
was a brutal month for in¬ 
vestors. 

Fears about a slowdown 
in China’s economy and 
concerns about when the 
Federal Reserve will raise 
interest rates pushed stocks 
sharply lower this month. 
While the market recov¬ 
ered much of the ground it 
lost, the Standard & Poor’s 
500 index still finished Au¬ 
gust down 6.3 percent, its 


worst showing since May 
2012. 

The selling started midway 
through the month af¬ 
ter China shocked investors 
by devaluating its curren¬ 
cy. The move, an effort to 
boost China’s economy, 
seemed to have the oppo¬ 
site effect. Global investors 
interpreted the decision as 
a sign that China’s econ¬ 
omy, the second-largest 
in the world, was growing 


more slowly than anticipat¬ 
ed. That combined with 
another plunge in Chinese 
stocks sent off red flags 
in Asia, Europe and the 
Americas. 

The selling was fierce and 
deep. Trading volume, 
which typically slows in 
summer, spiked. The S&P 
500 index at one point 
fell into what’s known as 
a “correction,” which is 
when an index falls 10 per¬ 
cent or more from a recent 
high. 


On Monday the declines 
were relatively modest. The 
Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age gave up 114.98 points, 
or 0.7 percent, to close at 
16,528.03. The S&P 500 lost 
16.69 points, or 0.8 percent, 
to 1,972.18 and the Nas¬ 
daq composite lost 51.82 
points, or 1.1 percent, to 
4,776.51. 

The losses had been deep¬ 
er, but oil prices, which 
were solidly lower earlier 


in the day, jumped after 
the U.S. Energy Depart¬ 
ment cut its estimate for 
the country’s oil produc¬ 
tion. The news sent energy 
stocks higher, making en¬ 
ergy the only industry in 
the S&P 500 to close with a 
gain. 

U.S. crude surged $3.98, or 
nearly 9 percent, to $49.20 
a barrel in New York. Brent 
crude, the international 
standard, jumped $4.10 to 
$54.15 a barrel in London. 

It wasn’t like U.S. markets 


were in perfect shape 
before China’s spooked 
fhem. Investors had re¬ 
cently trudged through a 
corporate earnings season 
which delivered only mea¬ 
ger profit growth. 

“Earnings growth is waning 
and stock valuations are ei¬ 
ther fully valued or even a 
little overvalued right now. 
I think the investor compla¬ 
cency we had earlier in 
the summer has made this 


market primed to overact 
to basically anything out 
there,” said Scott Clemons, 
chief investment strategist 
at Brown Brothers Harriman 
Private Bank. 

Things are not likely to 
change in September. 
Even setting aside the his¬ 
torical reputation of Sep¬ 
tember being one of fhe 
toughest months for the 
market, investors will have 
to contend with the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve’s interest rate 
meeting on September 
16 and 17 and more eco¬ 
nomic data from the U.S. 
and China that could dras¬ 
tically swing the market 
from one way to another. 
“Concerns over slowing 
growth in China are un¬ 
likely to go away. Many in¬ 
vestors have long awaited 
signs thatChina was on the 
verge of implosion,” said 
Bob Doll, chief equity strat¬ 
egist at Nuveen Asset Man¬ 
agement. 

Investors are also keep¬ 
ing a close eye on the 
Federal Reserve. Fed Vice 
Chairman Stanley Fischer 
said over the weekend 
that policymakers still had 
a “pretty strong case” for 
raising rates in September. 
That ran counter to recent 
market sentiment that Chi¬ 
na’s economic slowdown 
and global market volatil¬ 
ity might prompt the na¬ 
tion’s central bank to wait. 
Speaking at the Fed’s an¬ 
nual gathering in Jackson 
Hole, Wyoming, Fischer 
emphasized he was not 
saying what action the Fed 
might take at its September 
meeting, but analysts took 
his comments to mean he 
saw the economy moving 
close to satisfying fhe Fed’s 
conditions for a hike. □

Epix reaches Hulu deal, ends Netflix agreement

The cable network Epix 
jumped from Netflix to 
Hulu, landing a multiyear, 
digital subscription video 
on demand deal with the 
streaming service. 
Beginning Oct. 1, Hulu sub¬ 
scribers will get films from 
Lionsgate, MGM and Para¬ 
mount, the companies an¬ 
nounced late Sunday. That 
includes “Hunger Games: 


Catching Fire,” “’Wolf of 
Wall Street,” as well as new 
titles, library films and Epix 
original programming. 
Terms of the deal were 
not disclosed. It’s a “huge 
expansion” for Hulu's pre¬ 
mium programming. Senior 
Vice President Craig Erwich 
said in a printed statement. 
Netflix plans to improve its 
lineup through original films 
and licensing arrange¬ 


ments with movie studios. 
Chief Content Officer Ted 
Sarandos wrote in a blog 
post. He said that many of 
the movies Netflix received 
through its Epix agreement 
also were widely available 
through other subscription 
platforms. 

“We know some of you will 
be disappointed by the 
expiration of the Epix mov¬ 
ies,” Sarandos wrote. “Our 


goal is to provide great 
movies and TV series for all 
tastes, that are only avail¬ 
able on Netflix. We're con¬ 
fident you’ll enjoy our ever- 
improving catalogue.” 
Shares of Netflix Inc., based 
in Los Gatos, California, 
fell nearly 2 percent, or 
$2.31, to $115.32 Monday 
morning, while broader in¬ 
dexes slumped around 1 
percent.^ 



Eurozone inflation 
stable at low rate 
of 0.2 percent: AP 

BRUSSELS (AP) — Inflation 
in the 19-nation eurozone 
was stable in August at an 
annual rate of 0.2 percent, 
an official report shows — 
another weak figure that 
may help push the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank toward 
doing more economic 
stimulus. 

The European Union’s sta¬ 
tistics agency, Eurostat, 
said Monday that a large 
drop in energy prices 
made up for increases in 
the costs of food, alcohol 
and tobacco, services and 
industrial goods. 

The inflation figures remains 
far below the European 
Central Bank’s aim for an 
annual rate of just under 2 
percent. 

A prolonged period of 
low inflation or, worse, an 
outright drop in consumer 
prices, is a sign of weak 
demand and can hurt an 
economy by encouraging 
consumers to delay pur¬ 
chases. It can also make 
it harder for eurozone gov¬ 
ernments to reduce debt 
and improve their cost 
competitiveness relative to 
other countries. 

The ECB has vowed to 
push up weak inflation and 
stimulate growth through a 
1.1 trillion euro ($1.2 trillion) 
stimulus program dubbed 
quantitative easing. The 
bank is pushing newly print¬ 
ed euros into the economy 
by purchasing 60 billion eu¬ 
ros a month in government 
and corporate bonds 
through September 2016. 
ECB President Mario Draghi 
has said the ECB intends to 
stick with the program until 
inflation turns up convinc¬ 
ingly, implying the stimu¬ 
lus could be continued 
beyond September next 
year. The ECB publishes 
new inflation projections 
after its governing council 
meeting Thursday, which 
could provide clues to the 
bank’s future stance. 
Separately, France’s econ¬ 
omy minister said the eu¬ 
rozone's woes call for a 
strong eurozone “econom¬ 
ic government” with its own 
budget, and is arguing that 
preserving Europe’s shared 
currency will require finan¬ 
cial transfers from its stron¬ 
gest countries.Q 
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Blue Bell resumes selling ice cream after listeria recall 


BRENHAM, Texas (AP) — 

Blue Bell ice cream is back. 
Blue Bell Creameries re¬ 
sumed selling its products 
at some locations Monday, 
four months after the Texas- 
based retailer halted sales 
due to listeria contamina¬ 
tion at some plants prompt¬ 
ed health concerns that 
drew the regulatory scru¬ 
tiny of federal and state of¬ 
ficials. 

Blue Bell ice cream is avail¬ 


able again at stores in the 
Houston and Austin areas, 
including in the company’s 
hometown of Brenham, 
plus in parts of Alabama. 
Some retailers limited pur¬ 
chases as Blue Bell brought 
out flavors including home¬ 
made vanilla, Dutch choc¬ 
olate, cookies ‘n cream 
and a side-by-side blend of 
chocolate and vanilla. 

A Blue Bell delivery truck 
rolled up Monday to the 


Texas Capitol in Austin, with 
complimentary half-gallons 
for Gov. Greg Abbott, who 
shared the ice cream with 
his staff, said Cait Meisen- 
heimer, an Abbott aide. 

A grocery store in the Hous¬ 
ton area held a Blue Bell 
ice cream-eating contest 
Monday. 

The company had volun¬ 
tarily recalled its products 
in April after they were 
linked to 10 listeria cases in 


four states, including three 
deaths in Kansas. 

Listeria bacteria can cause 
serious illness, especially 
in older adults, pregnant 
women and those with 
weakened immune sys¬ 
tems. 

The company, according 
to its website, collected 
approximately 8 million gal¬ 
lons of ice cream and ice 
cream products. 

Production plants in Texas, 


Oklahoma and Alabama 
underwent an extensive 
cleaning and decontami¬ 
nation, under the regula¬ 
tory oversight of health of¬ 
ficials. Hundreds of Blue Bell 
workers were laid off. 

The Blue Bell plant in Syl- 
acauga, Alabama, be¬ 
gan producing ice cream 
in July. The company an¬ 
nounced plans on Aug. 17 
to resume distribution to 
some markets.□ 


Apple aims to boost mobile device sales with Cisco’s help

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Apple is leaning on Cisco 
Systems’ Internet network¬ 
ing expertise in its latest at¬ 
tempt to sell more iPhones 
and iPads to corporate 
customers. 

The alliance announced 
Monday calls for Cisco to 
ensure that corporate In¬ 
ternet connections relying 
on its gear deliver content 
quickly and securely to 
iPhones and iPads. Cisco 
will also help Apple devel¬ 
op ways for iPhones to in¬ 
teract more smoothly with 
workers’ office phones. 
Financial terms of the part¬ 
nership weren’t disclosed. 
This is the second time in 
two years that Apple has 
teamed up with a major 
technology company that 
focuses on business cus¬ 
tomers. Apple joined forces 
with IBM Corp. 13 months 
ago to build and sell busi- 
nessapplications for the 
iPhone and iPad. 

The aggressive push into 
the corporate market is 
part of Apple’s strategy 
to reverse a slump in the 
iPad. Sales of the pioneer¬ 


ing tablet have fallen from 
the previous year in six con¬ 
secutive quarters, reflect¬ 
ing competition from less 
expensive alternatives and 


consumers’ aversion to up¬ 
grading to the latest iPads 
as frequently as they have 
with new versions of the 
iPhone. Apple Inc. is hop¬ 
ing to spur more sales of the 


iPad by making the tablet 
more useful for businesses. 
The Cupertino, California, 
company also wants to 
expand the appeal of the 


iPhone, its biggest money¬ 
maker. The recent focus 
on business customers has 
prodded Apple to befriend 
former antagonists. 

The notion of Apple and 


IBM helping each other out 
once would have seemed 
inconceivable because 
they were such bitter rivals 
in the personal computer 


market. The animosity ran 
so high that Apple famous¬ 
ly skewered IBM as a soul¬ 
less company devoid of 
new ideas in a television 
commercial that evoked 


images of novelist George 
Orwell’s “Big Brother” figure 
in “1984." 

Although Apple’s relation¬ 
ship with Cisco never got 
that nasty, the two compa¬ 
nies locked in a legal skir¬ 
mish over rights to use the 
terms “iPhone” and “iOS," 
the software that powers 
Apple’s mobile devices. 
Maintaining that it owned 
the iPhone trademark, 
Cisco sued Apple shortly 
after that device was an¬ 
nounced in 2007. The com¬ 
panies reached a confi¬ 
dential settlement that al¬ 
lowed both companies to 
use the name. 

Cisco Systems Inc. also calls 
its own networking software 
“IOS.” The San Jose, Califor¬ 
nia, company agreed to li¬ 
cense that name to Apple 
for an undisclosed amount. 
Apple isn't the only maker 
of popular consumer prod¬ 
ucts that’s trying to court 
more business customers. 
Google, the maker of the 
Android operating system 
for mobile devices and 
Chrome operating system 
for personal computers, 
also has been trying to mus¬ 
cle into the same market.□

Labor board ruling can hurt small business, groups say

A National Labor Relations 
Board ruling that modified 
the definition of an employ¬ 
er could hurt small busi- 
nessesincluding franchises 
and subcontractors, ac¬ 
cording to industry groups 
that advocate for those 
companies. 

The NLRB decision Thursday 
came in a case involving 


waste management com¬ 
pany Browning-Ferris Indus¬ 
tries and a staffing compa¬ 
ny, Leadpoint Business Ser¬ 
vices, which supplied work¬ 
ers to Browning-Ferris. 

The NLRB ruled that Brown¬ 
ing-Ferris is a joint employer 
with Leadpoint. 

The board said it will con¬ 
sider factors such as wheth¬ 
er a company exercised 
control over employees 


“indirectly through an in¬ 
termediary, or whether it 
has reserved the authority 
to do so" in determining 
whether companies are 
joint employers. 

Before the ruling, compa¬ 
nies had to have exercised 
“direct operational and su¬ 
pervisory control” over em¬ 
ployees to be considered 
joint employers. 

The written decision did not 


mention franchises, but two 
dissenting members of the 
five-member NLRB listed 
franchisors and franchisees 
among the business rela¬ 
tionships that would be af¬ 
fected by the ruling. 

The franchise industry is 
concerned because indi¬ 
vidually-owned franchises, 
which are often owned by 
small companies, could 
now be drawn into national 


labor disputes, said the In¬ 
ternational Franchise Asso¬ 
ciation. 

“The new standard would 
also increase the likeli¬ 
hood of union ‘campaigns' 
against national business¬ 
es, while forcing small busi¬ 
nesses to become en¬ 
gaged in protracted, un¬ 
necessary and costly legal 
battles,” the IFA said in a 
statement. □

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Appeals court upholds Jesus statue on mountain

HELENA, Montana (AP) — 

A 6-foot (nearly 2-meter) 
tall statue of Jesus that 
has spent the last 60 years 
overlooking a northwestern 
Montana ski hill may stay 
there, a federal appeals 
court ruled Monday. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals rejected ar¬ 
guments from a group of 
atheists and agnostics that 
allowing the statue to re¬ 
main on U.S. Forest Service 
land violates the constitu¬ 
tional separation of church 
and state. 

Two members of the 
three-judge panel agreed 
with U.S. District Judge 
Dana Christensen of Mon¬ 
tana, who found that the 
statue's secular and irrever¬ 
ent uses outweighed its reli¬ 
gious uses. 

In June of 2013 Christensen 
wrote that “Big Mountain 
Jesus has been the sub¬ 
ject of much frivolity over 
the years,” serving as a 
meeting place for skiers, a 
wedding location and be¬ 
ing festooned with ski hats, 
goggles, Mardi Gras beads 
and other secular decora¬ 
tions. “The Court rightly re¬ 
jected Freedom From Reli¬ 
gion Foundation’s radical 
idea that a privately owned 
memorial standing in the 
middle of a ski resort vio¬ 
lates the Constitution,” said 
Eric Baxter, senior counsel 
with the Becket Fund, which

defended the Flathead Na¬ 
tional Forest, forest supervi¬ 
sor Chip Weber and the U.S.

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Global warming carving changes into Alaska in fire and ice

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— Global warming is carv¬ 
ing measurable changes 
into Alaska, and President 
Barack Obama is about to 
see it. 

Obama leaves Monday 
for a three-day visit to the 
49th state in which he will 
speak at a State Depart¬ 
ment climate change con¬ 
ference and become the 
first president to visit the 
Alaska Arctic. There, and 
in the sub-Arctic part of the 
state, he will see the dam¬ 
age caused by warming — 
damage that has been ev¬ 
ident to scientists for years. 
More than 3.5 trillion tons 
of water have melted off 
of Alaska’s glaciers since 
1959, when Alaska first 
became a state, studies 
show — enough to fill more 
than 1 billion Olympic-sized 
pools. 

The crucial, coast-hugging 
sea ice that protects villag¬ 
es from storms and makes 
hunting easier is dwindling 
in summer and is now ab¬ 
sent each year a month 
longer than it was in the 
1970s, other studies find. 
The Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers identified 26 villages 
where erosion linked to sea 
ice loss threatens the com¬ 
munities' very existence. 
Permafrost is thawing 

more often as the ground 
warms, so as the ground 
oozes, roads, pipelines 


and houses' foundations 
tilt and shift — sometimes 
enough to cause homes 
to be abandoned. In far 
northern Barrow, the up¬ 
per part of the ground is 7 
degrees Fahrenheit (4 de¬ 
grees Celsius) warmer than 
it was in the late 1950s and 
getting closer to the melt 
point in the summer, data 
shows. And scientists fear 
the thawing permafrost will 
unleash large amounts of 
trapped greenhouse gases 
and speed up worldwide 
warming. 

So far this year, more than 
5.1 million acres (2.06 mil¬ 
lion hectares) in Alaska — 
an area the size of Con¬ 
necticut and Rhode Island 


combined — have burned 
in wildfires. In the first 10 
years of statehood, Alaska 
averaged barely a quar¬ 
ter million acres (100,000 
hectares) of wildfires year¬ 
ly. The last 10 years have 
averaged 1.2 million acres 
(490.000 hectares). 

“The state is changing and 
changing rapidly,” said 
Fran Ulmer, chairwoman 
of the U.S. Arctic Research 
Commission and Alaska's 
former lieutenant gover¬ 
nor. 

And scientists say those 
things are happening — 
at least partly and prob¬ 
ably mostly — because 
of another thing they can 
measure: Alaska’s tem¬ 
perature. Alaska’s yearly 
average temperature has 
jumped 3.3 degrees F since 
1959 and the winter aver¬ 
age has spiked 5 degrees 
F (3 degrees C) since state¬ 
hood, according to fed¬ 
eral records. Last year was 
the hottest on record and 
so far this year Alaska is a 
full degree warmer than 
last year. 

Alaska “is sort of a bellweth¬ 
er,” said John Walsh, chief 


scientist of the Internation¬ 
al Arctic Research Center 
at the University of Alaska 
Fairbanks. “The changes 
are definitely happening 
and we’re out in front of 
the rest of the country." 
And what happens in Alas¬ 
ka isn't staying in Alaska, 
because weather changes 
in the Arctic trigger chang¬ 
es in the jet stream and 
reverberate down south, 
including the dreaded 
polar vortex escape that 
has brought sub-freezing 
temperatures to great ex¬ 
panses of North America in 
recent winters, said Martin 
Jeffries, an Arctic scientist 
for the U.S. Office of Naval 
Research. 

Warming's effects seem to 
be speeding up. From 1959 
to 1993, Alaska’s glaciers 
lost 57 billion tons of ice a 
year, but that jumped to 
almost 83 billion tons a year 
since 1994, according to 
Anthony Arendt, who co¬ 
authored a study on the 
subject this July. 

And while there may be 
many factors involved in 
glacier melt, all but about 
five of Alaska’s 25,000 gla¬ 


ciers are shrinking, said Uni¬ 
versity of Alaska Fairbanks 
glacier expert Regine 
Flock. She's adamant: 
“That’s related to climate 
change." 

On the ocean, sea ice 
in the Arctic in the sum¬ 
mer has shrunk by about 
one-third over three de¬ 
cades, leading to a loss of 
habitat for walrus and a 
threatened species listing 
for polar bears and their 
main prey, ringed seals. But 
in Alaska, what really hits 
hard is the loss of sea ice 
that’s connected to the 
coast. That's the ice that 
protects villages from the 
worst of storms and allows 
both people and animals 
to hunt more at sea. But 
that type of ice is disap¬ 
pearing two weeks earlier 
in the summer and returns 
two weeks later when 
compared to the 1970s, 
said geophysicist Andy 
Mahoney at the University 
of Alaska Fairbanks. 
Meanwhile, Alaska’s wild¬ 
fires are “more frequent, 
they're hotter and they're 
more severe,” said Glenn 
Juday, a professor emeritus 
of forest ecology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alaska Fairbanks. 
Rapid and sustained warm¬ 
ing has led to new patterns 
of insect outbreaks and 
new pest species affecting 
trees, he said. One of the 
chief problems is the spruce 
bark beetle, which thrive 
under warmer conditions. 
By 2006, aerial surveys had 
found spruce bark beetles 
had killed mature white 
spruce trees on 4.4 million 
acres (1.8 million hectares) 
following mild winters and 
hot summers. The acreage 
has increased since then, 
though not dramatically. 
Wildlife has changed, too. 
George Divoky and others

Horror movie director Wes 
Craven dies at age 76

NEW YORK (AP) — 

Survival expert Bear 
Grylls has bagged his 
biggest celebrity yet 
for a walk in the wil¬ 
derness — President 
Barack Obama. 

NBC and the White 
House said Monday 
the president will 
meet with Grylls dur¬ 
ing his visit to Alaska 
to discuss climate 
change, then spend 
some time in the wil¬ 
derness. NBC said 
Grylls would give the 
president a crash 
course in survival 
techniques for an 
episode of his show, 
“Running Wild," to air 
later this year. 

Grylls has taped pre¬ 
vious episodes of his show 
with the likes of Kate Wins¬ 
let, Drew Brees, Kate Hud¬ 
son and Channing Tatum. 

“I will not deny your suspi¬ 
cion that there may have 
been some suggestions 
put forward by the Bear 
Grylls team that were not 
approved by the Secret 
Service," said White House 
Press Secretary Josh Ear¬ 
nest.

Service to find a couple of 
interesting things” for the 
president to participate in, 
he said. 

Earnest called it “an admit¬ 
tedly unorthodox but legiti¬ 
mately interesting way for 
the president to reach an 
audience that obviously 
cares about conserva¬ 
tion.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) — It's 
hard enough to redefine a 
genre once in a career, but 
horror virtuoso Wes Craven 
managed to do it twice. 
The prolific writer-director, 
who died Sunday at age 
76, ushered in two distinct 
eras of suburban slashers, 
first in the 1980s with his 
iconic "Nightmare on Elm 
Street” and its indelible, 
razor-fingered villain Freddy 
Krueger. He did it again in 
the 1990s with the self-refer¬ 
ential "Scream.” 

Both reintroduced the 
fringe genre to mainstream 
audiences and spawned 
successful franchises. 
Perhaps it was his perfectly 
askew interpretation of the 
medium that resonated 
with his nail-biting audienc¬ 
es. 

"Horror films don’t create 
fear,” Craven said. “They 
release it.” 

Robert Englund, the ac¬ 
tor who brought Freddy 
Krueger to life, wrote on 
Twitter that Craven was 
a "rare species ... brilliant, 
kind, gentle and very funny 
man. It’s a sad day on Elm 
St and everywhere.”

tions of moviegoers on the 
edges of their seats, defin¬ 
ing and redefining the hor¬ 
ror genre with each pass¬ 
ing decade,” said Directors 
Guild of America President 
Paris Barclay. 

Craven didn’t solely deal in 
terror. He also directed the 
1999 drama “Music of the 
Heart,” which earned Meryl 
Streep an Oscar nomina¬ 
tion. But his name and his 
legacy will always be syn¬ 
onymous with horror. 

“He was a consummate 
filmmaker and his body of 
work will live on forever,” 
said Weinstein Co. co- 
chairman Bob Weinstein, 
whose Dimension Films pro¬ 
duced “Scream.” 

“He was truly an old school 
director,” Craven's genre 
contemporary John Car¬ 
penter said on Twitter. "Wes 
was a great friend, fine di¬ 
rector and good man.” 
Wesley Earl "Wes” Cra¬ 
ven was born in Cleveland 
on Aug. 2, 1939, to a strict 
Baptist family. He earned a 
master's degree in philoso¬ 
phy and writing from Johns 
Hopkins University and 
briefly taught as a college 
professor in Pennsylvania 
and New York, but his start 
in movies was in pornogra¬ 
phy, where he worked un¬ 
der pseudonyms. 

Craven’s feature debut 
under his own name was 
1972’s “The Last House 
on the Left,” a horror film 
inspired by Ingmar Berg¬ 
man’s “The Virgin Spring,” 
about teenage girls ab¬ 
ducted and taken into 
the woods. Made for just 
$87,000, the film, though 


graphic enough to be cen¬ 
sored in many countries, 
was a hit. Roger Ebert said 
it was "about four times as 
good as you’d expect.” 
"Nightmare on Elm Street,” 
however, catapulted Cra¬ 
ven to far greater renown 
in 1984. The Ohio-set film is 
about teenagers, includ¬ 
ing a then unknown Johnny 
Depp, who are stalked in 
their dreams. Craven wrote 
and directed, starting a 
franchise that has carried 
on, most recently with a 
2010 remake. 

The concept. Craven said, 
came from his own youth in 
Cleveland — specifically an 
Elm Street cemetery and a 
homeless man that inspired 
Krueger’s raged look. 

Along with John Carpen¬ 
ter’s “Halloween,” “’Night¬ 
mare on Elm Street” de¬ 
fined a horror tradition 
where helpless teenagers 
are preyed upon by knife- 
wielding, deformed killers in 
cruel morality tales. Usually 
promiscuous girls were the 
first to go. 

"There is something about 
the American dream, the 
sort of Disneyesque dream, 
if you will, of the beautiful¬ 
ly trimmed front lawn, the 
white picket fence, mom 
and dad and their happy 
children, God-fearing and 
doing good whenever they 
can,” Craven once said. 
"And the flip side of it, the 
kind of anger and the sense 
of outrage that comes from 
discovering that that’s not 
the truth of the matter, that 
gives American horror films, 
in some ways, kind of an 
additional rage.”Q 
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Afghan Taliban offer leader’s biography amid power struggle

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 

— Defying warnings from 
Washington and the fury 
of Afghanistan’s govern¬ 
ment, Pakistani authorities 
are turning a blind eye to 
a meeting of hundreds 
of Taliban supporters in a 
city near the Afghan bor¬ 
der aimed at resolving a 
dispute over the group’s 
leadership following the 
death of figurehead Mul¬ 
lah Mohammad Omar. 

The gathering in the Paki¬ 
stani city of Quetta, where 
the Taliban's leadership 
has been largely based 
since they were pushed 
from power by a U.S.-led 
invasion in 2001, has drawn 
some 1,000 Taliban adher¬ 
ents who have openly de¬ 
scended on the city for a 
“unity shura,” a meeting 
intended to resolve the 
leadership crisis and re¬ 
unite the group, whose di¬ 
visions have been publicly 
aired since Mullah Omar's 
death was revealed in late 
July.

in public and declaring 
war against the Afghan 
people,” a reference to 
the Taliban meetings in 
Quetta. 

The Taliban's struggle to 
overthrow the Kabul gov¬ 
ernment is nearing its 14th 
year. Thousands of U.S. 
and NATO soldiers, along 
with many more thou¬ 
sands of Afghan civilians, 
troops and police have 
been killed in the fighting, 
which has intensified fol¬ 
lowing the drawdown last 
year of most foreign com¬ 
bat troops. The Taliban are 
clearly testing the Afghan 
forces as they take on the 
insurgency alone, though 
their fighters have made 
little significant progress on 
the battlefield. 

The leadership struggle 
became public after the 
Afghan government an¬ 
nounced in late July that 
Mullah Omar had been 
dead since April 2013. His 
deputy. Mullah Akhtar 
Mansoor, was declared 
his successor, but Mullah 
Omar's family objected, 
saying the vote to elect the 
new leader was not repre¬ 
sentative of the group. The 
unity shura — essentially a 
dispute resolution commit¬ 
tee — was established in 
early August to deal with 
the crisis and shura leader 
Ahmad Rabbani says its 
decision could be reached 
in days. 

In an indication of what is

at stake, the Taliban pub¬ 
lished a biography Mon¬ 
day of Mansoor in a clear 
attempt by his backers 
to shore up his support 
among the Taliban lead¬ 
ers, religious scholars, bat¬ 
tlefield commanders and 
rank-and-file supporters 
as deliberations come to 
a close. They have met at 
various spots around Quet¬ 
ta — in Chaman near the 
Afghan border and in tribal 
areas of Pakistan’s Baloch- 
istan province, troubled by 
its own insurgency. 

With impressive organiza¬ 
tional skills, the Quetta- 
based Taliban have taken 
on the task of hosting hun¬ 
dreds of visitors from Af¬ 
ghanistan, billeting them in 
madrassas, mosques and 
private homes, ensuring 
they are fed and that trans¬ 
port is arranged so they 
can get to their meetings 
on time. Many attendees, 
including religious scholars 
and commanders, trav¬ 
eled from remote regions 
of Afghanistan. Many of 
the fighting men have al¬ 
ready departed, shura 
leaders said, having made 
their preferences clear. 
Rabbani said that Mansoor 
has yet to inform the shura 
that he will adhere to what¬ 
ever decision is made, al¬ 
though Mullah Omar’s 
brother, Manan, and son, 
Yaqub, have done so. 
Mansoor has been given 
until Tuesday to state his 


position, Rabbani said, 
adding: “We don’t need 
his permission to announce 
our decision, and have 
made contingency plans 
for whether he says he will 
follow our decision or not.” 
He said the committee's 
decision on the leadership 
could come as early as 
Wednesday. 

The meetings appear to 
have been untroubled by 
the Pakistani authorities, 
who habitually deny that 
they sponsor the Taliban or 
other terrorist groups, such 
as the Haqqani Network 
whose leader, Sirajuddin 
Haqqani, is one of Man- 
soor’s deputies. 

“Yes, our officials have 
contacts with them. Our 
officials have ability to 
contact and bring them to 
the negotiation table. That 
doesn’t mean that our in¬ 
telligence agencies have 
control on each and every 
thing,” said Pakistani secu¬ 
rity analyst Zahid Hussain. 
Ghani’s condemnation 
of Pakistan’s support for 
the Taliban boiled over 
in early August after a se¬ 
ries of deadly attacks on 
the capital, Kabul, that 
left 50 people dead and 
hundreds wounded. After 
almost a year of trying to 
mend fences with Islam¬ 
abad, the Afghan leader 
went on live TV and ac¬ 
cused Pakistan of being 
the source of violence in 
his country. Relations be¬ 
tween the neighbors have 
suffered, with an Afghan 
delegation returning emp¬ 
ty-handed from a visit to 
Pakistan meant to hammer 
out a way of dealing with 
the insurgency. 

“The decisions the Pakistani 
government will be making 
in the next few weeks will 
significantly affect bilateral 
relations for the next de¬ 
cades,” Ghani said in his TV 
address. “We can no lon¬ 
ger tolerate watching our 
people bleeding in a war 
exported and imposed on 
us from outside.” 

Peace talks between 
Ghani’s administration 
and the Taliban, which 
had been supported by 
Pakistan, were indefinitely 
postponed after the an¬ 
nouncement of Mullah 
Omar’s death. □ 
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
